To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District 
for  1972,  completed  in  accordance  with  Circular  .1/73“  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security, 


In  view  of  the  impending  reorganisation  of  local  government  and  of 


the  National  Health  Service,  this  is  probably  the  last  Report  to  be  so 
issued  for  the  Urban  District j  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  population 
of  the  town  continued  to  rise  although,  in  common  with  national  trends, 
there  was  a  falling  birth  rate.  The  illegitimate  live  birth  and  stillbirth 
rates  were  above  national  figures,  but  the  general  death  rate  was  lower, 
and  it  is  gratifying-  to  record  that  there  were  no  infant  or  material 
deaths.  Respiratory  diseases  and  accidents  assumed  greater  importance 
as  causes  of  death  in  1972,  but  there  was  little  significance  in  the 
number  of  notifiable  diseases. 


The  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  ably  taken  over  by 
Mr.  Gerald  Hill  following  the  unfortunate  retirement  of  Mr. Barnsley 
earlier  this  year  on  health  grounds,  after  many  years  of  devoted  service 
to  the  town,  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  both  officers  for  their  co¬ 
operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1972 

The  figures  are  in  general  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached  to 
them,  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made* 

Population  -  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  at  the  mid-year  to  be  6010, 
some  50  more  than  in  1971  and  live  births  exceeded  deaths  by  6. 

Births 

Live  Births  -  fell  by  11  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  the  birth  rate, 
although  raised  by  the  Area  Births  Comparability  Factor,  remained  below  County 
and  National  averages.  There  were  8  illegitimate  live  births,  1  less  than  in 
.197.1 ,  but  the  percentage  of  total  live  births  remained  above  those  for  Somerset 
and  England  &  .Wales .  '  •• 

S^tifLj.  ‘  Births  -  totalled  3>  giving  a  high  still  birth  rate  compared  with 
Somerset  and  England  &  Wales.

Deaths 

All  Ages  -  fell  by  18  from  the  total  in  1971  and  when  adjusted  by  the  Area 
Deaths  Comparability  Factor,  the  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  better  than  County 
and  National  equivalents. 

Infant  Mo rt al ity  -  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  there  was  none. 

Maternal, jfortal i t y  -  this  was  again  nil.

Disc as_es_ o f  the  Heart,  Cerebrovascular  Disease  and  Other  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  -  the  total  of  41  deaths  was  5  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year- and  heart  diseases  accounted  for  20  of  these  and  cerebrovascular  disease 
for  1 5  *  „ .... .  .  v-  . 

Respiratory  Diseases  -  took  second  place  as  a  cause  of  death,  totalling 
11  deaths.  Of  these.,  5  were  caused  by  pneumonia,  mainly  in  females,  and  5  by 
bronchitis  and  emphysema,  all  in  males. 

Cancer  -  deaths  totalled  9?  13  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  As  regards 
site,  cancer  of  che  lung  accounted  for  3  deaths  followed  by  intestinal  cancer 
with  2, 

Accidents  -  caused  a  total  of  4  deaths,  of  which  only  one  involved  a  motor

1  •  BBiTER  SUPPLY 

(a)  The  public  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  the  mains  of  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company 'there  being  four  principal  sources  s- 

1 °  Windsor  Hill  2*  Stoke  Bottom 

3.*  Beacon  Hill  4-  Stomacher  Farm 


The  water  supplied  is  not  liable  to  pi umbo-sol vent  action  and  two 
samples  submitted  for  qualitative  examination  proved  satisfactory  <, 

No  shortages  occurred  during  the  year  and  no  restrictions  on  the  use 
of  water  imposed „

2c  SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


(a)  With  the  exception  of  some  70  properties  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
district  ail  properties  are  connected  to  public  sewers  discharging  to  the 
biological  treatment  plant  at  Darshill.  Generally  the  area  is  drained  on 
the  separate  system.  The  treatment  of  sewage  is  effected  by  a.  initial 
screening  bc  sedimentation  c.  filtration.  Alternating  double 
filtration  is,  under  normal  conditions,  operating  continuously ,  each 
set  of  filters  acting  alternately  as  primary  and  secondary  filters-. 

This  year  the  third  pump  was  overhauled,  additional  works  carried 
out  to  the  storm  water  tanks  and  a  new  storm  water  overflow  was  built 
at  the  inlet  to  the  works. 

h)  During  the  year  work  was  completed  on  relaying  the  main  outfall 
sewer  from '  Bowl ish  to  the.,  disposal  works.

3-  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  in  operation  and  trade 
refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly.  For  domestic  refuse  a  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipping  Vehicle  with  compaction  plate  is  used,  the  vehicle  Being  of 
15  cubic  yards  capacity.  For  many  years  the  collection  team  has 
consisted  of  a  driver/loader  and  two  loaders  and,  because  of  increase 
in  the  number  of  properties  to  be  served  as  well  as  the  continuing 
increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse,  these  men  are  employed  permanently 

on  overt imeo 

Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Windsor  Hill.  Dith  the 
acquisition  of  a  crawler  tractor  it  was  possible  to  maintain  more  ad e qua  e 
control  of  the  tip  and  the-  fly  nuisance  was  reduced  to  negligible 
proportions.  All  freshly  tipped  material  is  sprayed  immediately  witn 
insecticide  and  surrounding  areas  of  the  tip  are  sprayed  at  frequen 
intervals  with  dry  powder  insecticide. 


4 •  CARAVAN  SITES 


There  were  two  camping  sites  in  the  District  spohsored  oy  the 
Caravan  Club,  One  site  had  become  used  as  a  permanent  residential  site 
thus  losing  the  protection  of  the  Caravan  Club.  This  matter  was  still 
under  discussion  at  the  close  of  the  year. 


5.  SUIIPiING  FOOL 

There  is  one  public  swimming  pool  in  the  district  owned  by  the 
Council.  The  water  is  continually  circulated^  filtered  and  chlorinated 
and  its  temperature  is  maintained  at  about  ?0  F.  Chlorination  is  effec.e 
by  a  Wallace  and  Tiernan  Automatic  Ohlorinator  and  the  purification  plant 
is  of  the  Horsley  Piggott  horizontal  type.  The  water  turnover  pence  is 
approximately  12  hours,  the  pool  being  filled  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  from  the  mains  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  ^During  the 
season  the  water  is  sampled  twice  daily  to  determine  its  Pfi  value  an 
residual  chlorine  by  Lovibond  Comparison 

A  new  soda  alum  plant  was  installed  before  the  pool  was  reopened 
this  year,  together  with  renewal  of  the  filtering  material  xn  the  filter. 
Plans  were  in  the  process  of  being  drawn  for  a  complete  modernisation  o 

the  swimming  pool .
